It will be an even worse world, 
the President said, unless all 
Americans work for peace and 
freedom with “the same burning 
faith that inspired the men of 
George Washington's army here 
at Valley Forge.” 

Dusk was gathering as the 
President spoke. He stood in the 
glare. of floodlights, dwarfed by 
a gigantic Boy Scout emblem 
which was flanked by the words 
“strengthen liberty”—the keynote 
of the Scouts’ natioial jamboree. 

Seated shoulder-to-shoulder be- 
fore Truman, their ranks stretch- 
ing to the limits of the vast 
amphitheater, were Scouts and 
their leaders from 20 nations. 

Didn’t Give Folksy Chat. 

It was the largest youth gath- 
ering in the history of the Ameri- 
cas, and one of the largest audi- 
ences the President has ever 
faced. 

He didn’t give one of the folksy 
chats that he sometimes gives to 
boys. 

He broke away from his pre- 
pared speech at the outset to tell 
the Scouts they were lucky to 
be young Americans—well fed, 
well taken care of. 

“Today,” President said, “‘The 
young people of Communist- 
dominated countries are being 
mobilized and marched ... 

“They are being made into tools 
of power politics, and their mas- 
ters will not hesitate to sacrifice 
their lives if that will advance 
_ cause of Communist imperial- 


What should be done about it? 

“There is only one way,” Tru- 
man said fjrmly. “We must not 
return hate for the hate which 
these young people are being 
taught to feel toward us. 

“Fellowship of Human Beings.” 

“We must make it clear to them 
that we believe in the fellowship 
of human beings .. .” 

“Our program for peace is not 
directed against the people of any 
nation. It is désigned to bring to 
all people the benefits of justice 
and freedom.”

but actual settlement of the 25- 
day-old strike still was not in 
sight. 

The proposal, which called for 
a three-year contract and a grad- 
uated total wage rise of 22 cents 
over the three-year period, was 
rejected by the union strike com- 
mittee and a counter proposal 
was submitted to the bakeries, 
George Stuart, union  interna- 
tional vice ‘president, said. 

Stuart said a request by A. J. 
Hummert of the Federal Media- 
tion and Conciliation Service that 
'the employers’ offer be submitted 
to a secret vote of the member- 
ship would not be granted. 

“The membership has_ given 
the negotiating committee and 
strike strategy committee full 
authority to reject or accept any 
offer,” Stuart said. “The Taft- 
Hartley law requires that an em- 
ployer’s final offer be submitted 
to the membership before a 
strike is called but not after the 
strike is in progress,” he added. 

A. E.: Milton, chairman of the 
St. Louis Wholesale Bakers Em- 
ployers Council, characterized 
the management oo as 
“more than fair.” 

As set forth by “Milton, the 
three-year contract would provide 
during the first year for an in- 
crease of 10 cents an hour for 
all members of the union, retro- 
active to May 1, plus a prem- 
ium of 10 cents an hour for all 
night workers beginning as soon 
as work is resumed. These are 
substantially the terms of a con- 
tract won by the union with 
A. & P. Food Stores in a separate 
settlement arrived at June 13. 

On May 1, 1951, all workers 
would receive a 334-cent increase, 
and another of the same amount 
on Nov. 1, 1951. In 1952 they 
would receive an added 2% cents 
on May 1 and and another 21% 
cents on Nov. 1, 

The union’s counter proposal 
was for a one-year contract on 
the basis of the management offer 
for the first year, or for a three- 
year contract in which the yearly 
rise would become fully effective 
at the start of the year instead 
of at six-month intervals. In 
either event, the three-year in- 
crease would total 22 cents but 
under the union counter-proposal 
the increase would be effective 
over a longer period.

KANSAS CITY, July 1—Charles 
Bruno, gambler and professional 
bondsman, who was questioned 
in the killing of Charles Binaggio 
and Charles Gargotta last April 5, 
was shot and seriously wounded 
early today by two gunmen hid- 
ing in bushes in front of his home 
in the Country Club district on 
the South Side. 

The shooting today marked the 
seventh casualty among Govern- 
ment witnesses in Kansas City in 
less than three years. Bruno was 
a recent witness before the spe- 
cial Federal grand jury whick has 
been investigating underworld ac- 
tivities and last April 30 issued 


ja blistering report on gambling 


conditions. 

Other casualties besides Binag- 
gio and Gargotta, were Mrs. Mary 
Bono, shot to death just prior to 
a grand jury appearance in 1947; 
Daniel Robinson, Negro drug ad- 
dict, killed last November; Sam- 
my Butler, gambler, who shot 
himself while waiting to testify, 
and Mrs. Louis (Duje) Sarno, who 
died after taking sleeping pills. 

Blood transfusions were giv 
to Bruno at St. Joseph’s Hospital 
where he was taken after the 
shooting. He was shot twice, in 
the right shoulder and in the right 
side at his belt with the bullet 
emerging from the left side of his 
back. 

Holdup Theory. 

Bruno told Lt. Harry Nesbitt 
and other members of the homi- 
cide squad that he believed the. 
attack was a holdup. He said 
that two “boys” stepped out from 
the bushes about 3:30 a.m. as he 
parked his car and commanded 
him to “stand still.” He moved to 
the shelter of the automobile and 
they began shooting, Bruno said. 

Despite his holdup theory, 
which Bruno also told his brother 
at the hospital, $200 which Bruno 
had with him was not taken nor 
was a large diamond ring and a 
diamond belt buckle, valued at 
several thousahd dollars. Bruno 
theorized the shooting prevented 
the assailants from ‘ completing 
the robbery. 

Bruno, who is 51 years old and 
has a record of arrests dating 
from 1919 and ranging from gam- 
bling to narcotic charges, has a 
bail bond office, equipped with 
neon lights, across the street 
from the Kansas City | Police 
Headquarters building at J'welfth 
and Cherry streets. He is/in part- 
nership there with Ray Mueller 
and Nick DeFasco. 

Bondsmen Missing. 

When “the heat” was on in the 
Binaggio murder investigation de- 
tectives ‘brought in Max Jaben, 
top-flight Kansas City hoodlum 
whose real name is Motel Grze- 
bienacz, and a number of his 
lieutenants. Usually the _ bonds- 
men in the area, including Bruno, 
were right on the spot, ready and 
willing to sign bonds, but on this 
occasion they were conspicuous 
by their absence and Jaben and 
his associates were held over- 
night much to their chagrin. 

Later, Jaben and several com- 
panions openly berated Bruno and 
other bondsmen for “their run- 
ning out” in a quarrel in front of 
the Show Bar, a night club at 
Twelfth and Wyandotte streets in 
which Jaben is a partner. 

Bruno, who owns three taverns 
which are operated by members 
of his family, was arrested in 1936 
in connection with the operations 
in St. Louis and Kansas City of 
a syndicate of alleged narcotic 
peddlers. Tony Sansone Jr., one- 
time constable and a professional 
bondsman, and a woman, Miss Lu- 
cille Stone, were arrested in St. 
Louis by agents of the United 
States Narcotics Bureau while 
Bruno and three ex-convicts were 
arrested in Kansas City. Charges 
against Bruno were not pressed.

Senator Wherry of Nebraska, Republican 
leader, has joined Senator Taft of Ohio, in de- 
manding that Secretary of State Acheson resign. 
This G.O.P. pair bases its demand on what it 
describes as President Truman’s reversal of the 
Acheson policy in the Orient. The two Senators 
claim that Dean Acheson appeased the Commu- 
nists and that this policy was reversed by Mr. 
Truman’s use of American armed forces against 
the Red invaders of South -Korea. 

Just how far would Senators Taft and Wherry 
care to» go in applying this notion of theirs? 
Would they like to apply it to Senators who 
hate changed position on foreign arms aid after 
the invasion of Korea? : 

The reason we ask is this: 

Senators Taft and Wherry both voted against 
the Foreign Arms Aid Bill, with $27,000,000 for 
Korea, the Philippines and Iran, in September 
1949. Both voted agzinst foreign aid authoriza- 
tion last May. Yet this week, six days after the 
Communist aggression over the thirty-eighth 


- parallel, both Senators. Taft and Wherry voted 


for arms aid. 

We regard as outrageous the Taft-Wherry 
charge that Secretary Acheson has been repudi- 
ated and that he should, therefore, resign. We 
also say that if Taft and Wherry consider Mr. 
Acheson to have been reversed, they should 
be willing to confess to a reversal of their own. 
Their switch on arms aid is clear cut and on 
the record. The change they charge against Dean 
Acheson is a partisan conclusion—not sustained 
by facts. : 

We do not suggest in the least that Senators 
Taft and Wherry should not have reversed them- 
selves. Reversal was much in order on their 
part. The point is that Senators who live in 
glass houses should not throw rocks all over the 
place. If they do, one of their own stones may 
bounce home to do some damage there. 

Majority Leader Lucas was dead right in 
insisting on a record vote this week for arms 
aid. Had not the Illinois Senator obtained roll 
call of Yeas and Nays, it would have been pos- 
sible for Senators Taft and Wherry to take 
refuge in a voice vote. Then the record would 
not have presented their reversal. 

This is a time when every Senator should be 
willing to stand up and be counted on every 
issue.

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Where Help Is Needed 


Mental illness in its various forms may well 
be the No. 1 health problem in the United States. 
Emotional conflicts and personality problems not 
only do almost immeasurable direct damage, but 
they also are responsible to a staggering degree 
for physical complaints and all manner of acci- 
detrital injuries. | 

Yét even less, far less, is being done to train 
badly needed mental healers—psychiatrists and 
psychologists—than for the expansion of facili- 
ties for medical education. Two men are trying 
hard to correct this situation. They are Doctors 
Karl and William Menninger of Topeka, perhaps 
America’s best known team psychiatrists. 

They have contributed all their wealth— 
savings, fees and royalties—to the Menninger 
Foundation. All they ask from this non-profit 
institution is a home. It has two purposes: to 
cure the mentally ill, especially those with lim- 
ited means, and to train competent practitioners. 

In soliciting funds in Chicago recently for the 
expansion of this work, Dr. Karl Menninger 
pointed out that 1000 new patients enter psychi- 
atric hospitals daily while new psychiatrists are 
being trained only at the rate of one or two a 
week. And beyond these 1000 patients are 
countless others for whom no care at all is 
available. In Dr. Menninger’s words: 


They wait in sleepless agitation in their 
homes. They drink themselves into insensi- 
bility in bars. They walk the floors of cells 
in county jails. 
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Six Clearances for John Service 

The State Department’s John S. Service has 
again been cleared of all suspicion of disloyalty. 
This sixth and most formal verdict since 1945 
declares that he is not a security risk and that 
he is trustworthy to handle and protect official 
secrets. The board which made these findings 
is headed by Brig. Gen. Conrad E. Snow, a New 
Hampshire Republican.

Tempest in the Coffeepot 

There is, or was, plenty of money to be made 
in the New York coffee market, and some of it 
was being made by Latin American speculators 
at the expense of United States coffee drinkers. 
Those were the ingredients for a threatening in- 
ternational tempest which wise counsel by the 
State Department apparently has succeeded in 
keeping below the boiling point. 

At State Department urging, a Senate Agri- 
culture subcommittee has agreed to tone down

last year. Some 14 Latin American nations had 
called the report “most unfriendly.” 

The report apparently was based principally 
on the subcommittee's findings that some specu- 
lators had made enormous profits by buying up 
coffee futures on the New York market, more 
than $3,000,000 in the case of a Brazilian firm. 

But the speculators’ activities were made pos- 
sible by a tight market resulting from a gradual 
reduction in production, coupled with a 50 per 
cent jump in United States consumption.

American economies legitimately as it has in 
stabilizing economies anywhere else in the 
world, including the United States. 

Consequently, the Senate subcommittee was 
indeed off base in some portions of its report.

North Carolina Mystery 

All the political experts have now had time to 
digest the fact of Senator Frank Graham’s de- 
feat in the North Carolina runoff primary, but 
the explanations still do not add up to 45,000 
absent votes. 

Guy Gabrielson, Republican National Chair- 
man, says the result was “a blow against So- 
cialism.” His profound prediction was as 
predictable as pits in cherries, yet the consensus 
of less partisan observers is that. North Carolina 
has gone thoroughly conservative, or more so. 
Certainly the Truman Administration suffered a 
great loss, as editorials reprinted on this page 
observe. 

Can it be that this State, which considered 
itself the most “progressive” in the South, sud- 
denly was overwhelmed by false issues of Com- 
munism and aggravated racism? For Willis 
Smith raised these charges against Graham, just 
as Congressman Smathers did so successfully 
against Senator Pepper in Florida. 

The figures do not prove this case. In the 
May primary, Senator Graham collected 303,000 
ballots and won by 53,000. In the June runoff, 
he got only 258,000 and lost by 21,000. Some- 
where along the way he dropped 45,000 votes. 

Apparently these did not go to Smith. He 
gained 30,000 votes, but he had counted on sup- 
port from two other candidates who weye de 
feated in May—ex-Senator Reynolds and Ollie 
Ray Boyd, a hog raiser who regularly séeks of- 
fice. They had won more than 60,000 votes in 
the first primary. 

So the fact is that if Senator Graham had re- 
tained in June the vote he won in May, he 
would have won handily. What happened to 
45,000 of his supporters? 

Did they stay home, or go for a Saturday’s 
fishing? Did they blame Senator Graham for 
recent Supreme Court decisions which cut into 
segregation in Southern colleges?

tactics? Or were they so confident after Sena- 
tor Graham’s first success that they did not 
bother to vote again? 

The runoff returns do not prove that a ma- 
jority of the people of North Carolina decided 
to pursue the Dixiecrat philosophy.

Prescriptions for Decay 


The city’s need for progress to combat decay 
is no reason to declare a field day for promoters 
who would ride rough-shod over the public we]- 
fare. Yet Aldermen managed to make = last 
Thursday just such a dzy. 

Ignoring the reasonable protests of persons 
who live in the neighborhood, the public welfare 
committee approved a scheme to declare 100 
acres in northwest St. Louis “blighted.” Pro- 
moters of a proposed housing project for the 
area can escape payment of a sizable tax bill 
for a good many years if they get away with this. 

If they are successful, of course, they will 
make a far-from-trifling dent in the city’s future 
income, They will also have succeeded in per- 
verting the purpose of the act under which they 
are trying to operate, which is intended to re- 
build slum areas, not help those who would play 
fast and loose with public funds. There are 
bona-fide blighted areas aplenty in the city 
from which the promoters could select a site. 

Meanwhile, the Aldermanic Zoning and City 
Planning.

The committee 
ignored the new zoning and planning ordinance 
and recommended a change in zoning to permit 
Brown Shoe Co. to erect an office building on a 
site where no such building belongs. 

How can the city ever progress without 
reason, planning, honesty and at least a modi- 
cum of permanence in its neighhorhood develop- 
ment? So long as this kind of thing goes on, 
citizens can have no assurance that the Aldermen 
will not suddenly change the whole character 
of a neighborhood in response to the importuni- 
ties of a real estate free-booter. 
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Black News for Hungary’s: Reds 

The construction of a junior grade “workers’ 
paradise” behind the Iron Curtain is progréss- 
ing far less smoothly than Communists might 
wish. Erno Gero, Hungarian Minister of State, 
reported at a recent meeting of the Hungarian 
Working People’s Party that, while the ‘coun- 
try’s imports were 56 per cent higher in the first 
four months of this year than in the similar 
period last year, exports remained virtually 
stationary. per.

Senator Frank.Graham of North Caro- 
lina, campaigning for the Democratic nomi- 
nation for the unexpired four years of the 
Senate term to whicn he was appointed in 
1949, attained last month a lead of 53,000 
votes. He lacked, however, a clear ma- 
jority, and his nearest opponent took ad- 
vantage of the election law which sanc- 
tions a runoff in such cases. 

It seemed unlikely, if not impossible, 
that this commanding lead should be 
whittled away; but ‘ 
the result of the 
primary was to turn 
that into a majority 
of 20,000 for his op- 
ponent. Thus the 
nomination goes to a 
Raleigh lawyer, Wil- 
lis Smith. 

The contest from 
the start has been 
one further test of 
the Administration’s 
program of ambi- 
tious social reforms, 
and there is no doubt 
that Senator Gra- 
ham’s defeat is a 
setback to Mr. Truman's hopes in this 
field. 

The results of the runoff maké clear 
how difficult it is to free Southern poli- 
tics from the fearful incubus of the race 
issue. Senator Graham, though represent- 
ing the currents of a broad and humane 
liberalism, has never been a fanatic. His 
years as president of the’ University of 
North Carolina won him a wide reputation 
and a devoted personal following. 

But when the forces of race fear and 
hatred were loosed, all this availed noth- 
ing. The realization is a sobering one to 
all who are concerned with the stature and 
probity of the national legislature.

Americans to a Chinese 


ON THE WISDOM OF AMERICA, by Lin Yutang. 
(John Day, 462 pgs., $5.)

Lin Yutang, who grew up as a Presby- 
terian in China and in America discovered 
the wisdom of Confucius, has latterly been 
reading the American classics. Naturally, 
being one who boasts that all his life he 
has been an enemy to experts, he comes 
to novel conclusions, 

His heroes are Benjamin Franklin, the 
Confucius of America; Henry David 
Thoreau, whom he 
regards as a yogi, 
adding “any time I 
would prefer the 
mysticism of a yogi 
to the cold deduc- 
tions of a bat-eyed 
materialist”; and Da- 
vid Grayson, because 
“Grayson” (the late 
Ray Stannard Baker), 
was almost the only 
American writer who 
ever dared to write 
in praise of happi- 
ness. (Dr. Lin seems 
to have missed the 
works of Eleanor 
Hodgman Porter, author o* the “Polly- 
anna” books.) He quotes more often from 
Emerson than from Grayson, but he quotes 
more extensively—forty-odd pages in all— 
from Grayson, which may astonish some 
professors of American literature. 


Dr. Lin seldom sums up. He doesn't 
believe in it. He admires the twin lost 
arts of conversation and of letter writing. 
His new book, indeed, might be regarded 
as a long letter to a friend, punctuated by 
reading aloud his favorite passages in 
American literature. Letter writing, he 
explains, “has all the wayward disorder- 
liness and unpredictability of a good con- 
versation.” In conversation you make be- 
lieve, you exaggerate, you overstate, says 
Dr. Lin, and he avails himself to the full 
of this conversational privilege. 

Eariy in the book you may pause to 
savor his version of the story of Adam 
and Eve as a post Freudian would rewrite 
it. You may chuckle aloud when, in the 
middle of his chapter solemnly headed 
Man as Sentiment, you come upon his 
version of Cinderella:as a modern realist 
would rewrite it—dwelling, of course, on 
her smutty face, the mousy smell of her 
hair and her swollen legs, and leaving Cin- 
derella, at the end, an old maid “talking 
in stream-of-consciousness drivel bordering 
on lunacy.” The identification of Franklin 
with Confucius oceurs:in a footnote, and 
may leave some readers puzzled. “frank- 
lin had an illegitimate son; so did his son; 
so did hi? son’s son,” says Dr. Lin. “Con- 
fucius divorced his wife; so did his son; 
so did his son’s son. ... Franklin was so 
like Confucius anyway.” The point seems

The orchestra under Stanley

ACTION IN KOREA 


Majority of Nations Fa- 
vors Proposal to Give 
MacArthur More Solid 
Backing. ;

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., July 1 
(AP)—Backed by more than half 


of the 59 United Nations mem- 
bers, Security Council delegates 
today discussed setting up a high- 


-ilevel group to co-ordinate U.N. 


action against Communist North 
Korea. 

There was no suggestion that 
any military authority be taken 
from Gen. Douglas MacArthur, 
now supreme commander in the 
Japan-Korea area. The group 
here would be named to tie up 
all loose political ends in the 
U.N. and to see that Gen. Mac- 
Arthur has the solid backing of 
the non-Communist countries lin- 
ing up against Russian-sponsored 
North Korea. } 

The {curity Council is ex- 
pected to decide on such a group 
next week after further talks. 
Its membership would be drawn 
from countries sending forces to 
aid South Korea. 

32 Indorsements of Korean Aid. 

The Security Council heard 
yesterday that 32 members have 
indorsed the council’s demand for 
military aid for South Korea. 
Messages of support were report- 
ed en route from two other U.N. 
members and also from _ Italy, 
who is not.a member of the 
world group. 


A dissenting voice was heard 
from Egypt, who announced yes- 
terday it was abstaining from the 
council’s call of last Tuesday for 
military action. Egypt said pre- 
vious cases of aggression had 
been brought to the council and 
nothing happened. Observers 
saw this as an obvious reference 
to Egyptian complaints against 
Israel in the Palestine war. 

Announcing support of the 
council resolution were the 21 
American republics, Britain, Na- 
tionalist China, India, Belgium, 
the Netherlands, New Zealand, 
Australia, the Philippines, Turkey, 
Pakistan and Canada. 


Messages of support also were 
reported on the way to the coun- 
cil from Luxembourg and South 
Africa. 

Britain and Australia already 
have committed ships to join 
United States forces fighting 
against the North Koreans. 

Fou: Governments Protest. * 

Opposing them, four govern- 
ments were reported protesting 
against the council action. The 
dissenters are Russia, Czechoslo- 
vakia, North Korea and Poland. 
Yugoslavia had voted against the 
resolution at Tuesday’s council 
meeting, from which Russia was 
absent and at which India’ and 
Egypt announced they could not 
vote because they lacked instruc- 
tion from their home govern- 
ments. 

Sir B. N. Rau of India, the cur- 
cent council president, accepted 
the resolutidn for his country at 
yesterday’s council meeting. Rau 
said the halting of aggression and 
the quick restoration of peaceful 
conditions were essential preludes 
to a satisfactory settlement. 

India, he declared, is not chang- 
ing its foreign policy and still 
hopes mediation will end the con- 
flict. 

The six non-permanent mem- 
bers of the council—India,; Egypt, 
Norway, Cuba, Ecuador and Yugo- 
slavia—were reported to have dis-

Actuary Says Proposal 
Would Hike Payroll 
Expense 20 Pct. Yearly 
—Hearings Extended. 


Testimony that the Public Serv- 


ice Co. would have to spend a 
sum amounting to more than 20 
per cent of its payroll to support 
a union-proposed peision plan 
was heard yesterday by a public 
fact-finding panel on the contract 


dispute between the company and 
the union. 

Carroll E. Nelson, partner in 
the actuarial firm of Nelson & 
Warren, 915 Olive street, sub- 
mitted a report prepared for the 
company. His figures indicated 
the company would have tocon- 
tribute $2,124,422 annually to the 
union plan, equal to 20.48 per 
cent of the payroll. The sum 
would exceed the cost of the 
present company-paid pension 
plan by $1,591,622, Nelson testi- 
fied. 

Both the union and company 
agreed to a seven-day extension 
of the hearing to July 9. The 
King-Thompson public utility 
anti-strike law, under which the 
panel was appointed, provides the 
hearing must be concluded with- 
in 15 days unless extended by 
agreement of the parties. There 
has been- one extension which 
expires tomorrow. The hearing 
began June 12 at the Melbourne 
Hotel. 

Disputes Union Withtess. 

Nelson’s report was in refuta- 
tion of testimony two weeks ago 
by Maurice Wolfman, Chicago 
consulting actuary. Wolfman had 
said the cost of the union’s plan 
to the company would amount to 
$1,789,585 annually for 20 years, 
after which the figure would drop 
to $544,852. 

Nelson said the cost to the 
company would be high under 
the proposed plan because bene- 
fits would come to more, than 
50 per cent of the individual 
wage after 35 years of service. 

The union wants a funded and 
trusteed pension. Benefits, begin- 
ning at age 65, would be based 

-on the employe’s past earnings, 
with a minimum of $75 a month 
after 15 years of service. Union 
members would contribute 3 per 
cent of monthly earnings. The 
company now pays a flat $60 
pension to about 740 employes 
who retired at the age of 65 after 
15 years of service. Annual cost, 
paid out of current revenues, is 
about $532,800. 

Cites Other Pensions. 

Gaylord C. Burke, company 
general counsel, requested a com- 
parison of the plesent plan with 
new plans in the steel, automo- 
tive and other large industries. | 
Nelson observed that the com- 
pany’s $60 pension is added to 
social security benefits of about 
$52, pointing out that the sum 
exceeds other plans giving about 
$100 and including social security. 
If new social security legislation 
is passed, he added, the amount 
paid into such flat pension funds 
by employers will decrease as 
social security benefits rise.

Bomber Catches Fire on 
Taking Off From Base 
at Tampa, Fla.—Torn 
to Bits by Explosion. 


: 
TAMPA, Fla. July 1 ‘(AP)— 
Four crewmen are missing from 
a Boeing B-50 bomber which 
crashed and exploded after catch- 
ing fire during takeoff last night. 
Eight members of the 12-man 
crew are known to have para- 
chuted to safety. None of the 
survivors was seriously injured. 

The big Air Force bomber, 
which is an improved version of 
the B-29, crashed on an isolated 
part of MacDill Air Force Base. 
The explosion tore the ship into 
bits. 

What caused the fire is not 
known, said Col. Thayer Olds, 
operations officer of the 307th 
Wing. 

The ship ‘caught fire shortly 
after it left the long MacDill run- 
way. It turned as though trying 
to get back over the field. 

Olds explained, however, that 
the pilot evidently was trying to 
gain altitude and get the ship in 
position so his companions could 
parachute. 

The plane was stationed at 
Chatham Air Force Base, Savan- 
nah, Ga. It had been operating 
out of -MacDill on training mis- 
sions. 

The pilot was saved. Neither 
his name nor those of the other 
airmen was released by the Air 
Force. 

Four of the parachuting airmen 
dropped into Tampa Bay on which 
MacDill Base is located. They 
waded ashore unaided. One other 
was picked up by a small boat. 

The blazing ship was an amaz- 
ing spectacle as it shot through 
the air. Even more spectacular 
was the explosion which attracted 
hundreds of motorists to the field. 
They couldn't get in. 

Air Force officers imposed the 
strictest security measures here 
since the war on reporters seek- 
ing information about the crash.

He thinks that thanks to the influence of comics 
like Danny Kaye, a new kind of American humor 
can earn a place over here.

Meantime he splices out road engagements with 
movie jobs like the ship’s officer in “Deported” 
and jobs in the dubbing studios of Rome.

Curfew Question

HEN should parents ring the curfew? It's a question 
that will always start an argument. Several of my: 
correspondents want to drag me into it. Mrs. C. and 
Mr. K., in different parts of the country, and five young- 
sters, apparently all of high scnool age, in different cities 
have recently challenged me on this. How early should ado- 
lescents be expected to come home, and how often should 
they be expected to go out—or vice-versa? 3 

I'm not going to commit myself, ladies and gentlemen: 
Paul and Betty Popenoe haven't always agreed with their 
four sons on this subject, so I know there are not going 
to be any unanimous resolves. On the old principle that 
there is safety in numbers, I'll cite the decision of 1490 
parents of youths in grades seven through twelve, and of 
the 2260 offspring of those parents, who worked ever the 
subject in Ferndale, Mich. Here’s the dope sheet:

SEVENTH AND EIGHTH graders: Social events should 
be held on weekends only and from 7:00 to 10:30 p.m. 
During the week, youths should be home at dark, except for 
scouting or similar activities, when 9 p.m. should be the 
deadline. 

Ninth and tenth graders: Social events should be confined 
to weekends, and should close at 11:30 to 12 p.m. They 
should rarely, if ever, be held on week nights, and then 
only until 9:30 or 10 p.m. 

Eleventh and twelfth graders: Social events should be 
confined to weekends and should close at midnight. They 
should rarely, if ever, be held on week nights, and then 
only until 10 p.m.

THERE YOU ARE, ladies and gentlemen. Don't blame 
me! I might add a few other points on which these parents 
and children substantially agreed: 

1, Statements by other youths, concerning their hours 
and privileges, should not be considered seriously, ; 

2. All-night parties should not be conducted below the 
twelfth grade, and they should be discouraged even at this 
age. Location and plang should be understood fully by 
parents in advance. 

3. Chaperoned parties are desirable. Chaperonage should 
be somewhat inconspicuous, but available at all times. 

4. On any night—no exceptions!—parents and children 
alike agree that parents should know where the children 
are, and have-a definite hour for them to return home or 
to phone for other arrangements.

THE NEWS STILL keeps every- 
one anxious, and particularly 
discouraging was the recent mes- 
sage broadcast from eastern Ger- 
many, which is controlled by the 
U.S.S.R.; this called upon the 
Germans to back up the Korean 
“People’s party” and went on to 
say that Korea was being divided 
in the same way as Germany had 
been by the United States. 

When the United Nations called 
for joint co-operation against 
Korea, I was very glad that the 
United States acted so quickly. 
I noticed, however, that two col- 
umnists from the United States 
seemed to feel that our State 
Department and Defense Depart- 
ment had been unaware of the ac- 
tivities which must have been go- 
ing on in Northern Korea. 

My own feeling is that we must 


have been aware of what was go- 
ing on, but, being hopeful, that 
possibly wiser counsel would pre- 
vail upon the influences which 
controlled them. In Northern 
Korea we naturally took no action 
which could have been called 
aggressive. 

But, now that the Northern Ko- 
reans have gone all out in inva- 
sion of Southern Korea, and in 
view of the Security Council's 
resolution which was passed, I 
feel that the United States, and 
the other supporting nations, have 
done the only thing t!.at was pos- 
sible to uphold the United Na- 
tions and gain respect for its 
orders when they are issued.

WE MUST HELP to furnish 
arms and ammunition to South- 
ern Korea as well as military 
advisers, until the Northern Ko- 
reans return to their part of the 
country, as ordered by the United 
Nations, 


It will help enormously if the 
Soviets will exert their influence 
over the Northern Koreans in 
peace.

If the United 
Nations can persuade the Soviets 
to retire altogether from Korea, 
and respect its boundaries, it will 
be possible for a United Nations 
commission to carry out its work 
of ynifying the North and South. 

The Soviets have to learn that 
they cannot infiltrate and carry 
out internal “coups.” We have 
learned to understand that method 
all too well, from past experience 
in Europe. 
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
